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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-15,17-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant’s amendment and remarks submitted on 5/24/06 are determined to be 
persuasive and claim 1 now contains allowable subject matter. Prior art fails to teach the 
limitations of claim 1 in combination as recited therein. More specifically, Wang (US 
20050048746 Al) teaches a similar method however fails to teach nor suggest forming a second 
dielectric over the graded barrier layer as claimed. Claims 2-15 and 17-19 depend from claim 1 
and act only to further narrow the allowable subject matter found therein.
